The State co-eds defeated the Ken- 
tucky Wesleyan lassies by a score of 
16 to 9 In the final fray of the season 
Saturday night. Both teams played 
an excellent game and It was one of 
the fastest girls’ games seen at the 
Auditorium this season. 

At the end of the first half Doctor 
Tlgert’s bunch had a two-point lead on 
the Wesleyan girls and this they In- 
creased to seven In the second half by 
hard playing. 

For the State goal-shooters Miss 
Taul was able to locate the basket In 
her old time style and Miss Wood 
played an excellent game at guard. 
Misses Hughes, Heller and Innes per- 
formed In their usual good manner as 
did Miss Geisel. For the visitors Miss 
Day played one of the best Individual 
games ever seen here. Miss Porter 
also performed well.

The only other 
possible claimants are the University 
of Louisville and Transylvania, both 
of which teams have been twice de- 
feated this season. The State girls 
have lost only one game and that to 
the University of Louisville in a pre- 
vious game, and Coach Tlgert says If 
they had shown their usual style in 
this game, they would have won easily. 
In a previous game, the quintet defeat- 
ed the Louisville squad, which gives j 
the two teams an even break. 

Although the season is over, Coach | 
Tlgert has announced that the team ; 
will meet any girlB’ team In the State 
for the championship, the third game, 
should one be necessary, to be played | 
on a neutral floor. 

The State bunch has defeated every 
team it has met this season with the 
exception of Louisville, with which 
they had an even break, and Louisville 
declines to play a third game. Un- 
biased basket ball fans should not dis- 
pute their claim for the State cham- 
pionship. 

Under Doctor Tigert’s coaching in 
the past four years they have lost only 
four games.

STATE WITHDRAWS 

FROM K. I. A. A. 



Kentucky State University was noti- 
fied that it would be reinstated in the 
K. I. A. A. after a suspension since 
June, 1912, at a meeting of the Asso- 
ciation held at the Phoenix Hotel, 
Tuesday, and immediately signified its 
intention of withdrawing. 

While thiB action of the K. I. A. A. 
will not in any way affect the athletic 
situation at the University, their rein- 
statement and withdrawal as member 
in good standing will remove a most 
unfortunate blot from their past 
record. 

Kentucky State was suspended in | 
1912 from the K. I. A. A. for alleged 1 
violations of the eligibility rules of the 
association in playing Burriss and 
Park on the baseball team. These 
men were accused of professionalism 
but the charges were not substantiated 
before the S. I. A. A. and Park was 
allowed to play the next year after the 
University had been reinstated In the 
Southern Association but the K. I. A. 
A. has never seen fit until the present 
time to reinstate Kentucky. 



STATE-CINCINNATI 
- DEBATERS BREAK EVEN 

Home Team in Each Debate 
Wins Decision Over 
Visitors. 



In a double debate Saturday night 
the law schools of Kentucky State and ( 
University of Cincinnati, each won a ' 
decision. One debate was held in 
chapel here and another at the same 
time at Cincinnati. Bach home team 
upheld the affirmative side of the ques- 
tion and the visiting team the nega- 
tive, and each home team lost a de- 
cision. 

The subject of the debate was: "Re- 
sol vcu, That the Safety of the United 
States Requires that She Maintain a 
Navy Equal to Any of the Great 
Navies of the World,” and the prepon- 
derance of the argument in both cases 
seem to be that the United States 
should uot maintain such a navy. 

In spite of the fact that one of the 
members of the Cincinnati team was 
a young lady, Miss Naomi Rasinsky, 
the Kentucky State team debating at 
Cincinnati, composed of B. D. Sartln, 
F. A. Harrison and J. D. Chamberlain, 
won the decision by a two to one vote.

A large audience heard the debate 
here, which the Cincinnati team won 
by a vote of two to oue. The members

Dr. William L. Anderson, who will 
have charge of the Interscholastic 
Tournament this year, announced yes- 
terday that the tournament would be 
held as usual on Stoll Field May 12, 
13, 14 and 15. Doctor Anderson has 
been quite successful in his work as 
physical director of the University this 
year and has taken a deep interest in 
athletics throughout the State. 

Prof. Charles P. Weaver will have 
churge of the oratorical and musical 
events, which will be held In the city 
Auditorium, Woodland Park, on the 
evenings of the same dates. 

All high schools have been divided 
into two classes, A and B, according to 
the size of the town, and there will be 
meets for each of the two classes, end- 
ing with an Inter-class meet. 

The schedule of the tournament, as 
announced yesterday follows: 

List and order of track events — One- 
hundred-yard hurdle (hurdles 3 ft. 6 
In.) (trials); pole vault; 100-yard-dash 
(trials); twelve-pound shot; 129-yard 
hurdle (finals); 190-yard dash {finals); 
half-mile run; 220-yard dash, (trials); 
running broad jump; 440-yard dash, 
(finals); running high jump; 220-yard 
dash, (finals); 220-yard hurdle (hurdle 
2 ft. 6 In.) (trials); one-mile run; 220- 
yard dash, (finals); one-mile relay 
race. 

There will be two contests in public 
speaking, one for boys and one for 
girls. Prizes will be awarded to win- 
ners of first and second in each con- 
test. 

There will be contests in music as 
follows — Vocal: solo and quartette; In- 
strumental: piano and violin. Prizes 
awarded to winners of first and second 
in each case. 

Medals will be awarded winners of 
each event in the track events. 

The school securing the largest num- 
ber of points In the tournament will 
be awarded the championship cup, 
which it shall retain one year. The 
school winning it for three years shall 
retain it permanently. 

The game will start promptly at 2 
o’clock in the afternoon. 

All contestants are requested to re- 
port to clerk of course to receive their 
numbers and dressing assignments not 
later than 1:30 o'clock in the after- 
noon of the games. 

It is necessary that you wear your 
number. Contestants can uot start 
without it.

Professor W. D. Nichols, of the Ani- 
mal Husbandry Department, and Prof. 
George Roberts, of the Agronomy De- 
partment, took part In the program of 
the Lincoln Institute for Colored 
Farmers, Tuesday. Professor Nicholls 
spoke on “Cattle Feeding and Silos,” 
and Professor Roberts made an ad- 
dress on “Soil Fertility.”
